The plan adopted by the North- 
west government which came into ef- 
fect this season is cheap, simple and se- 
cure up tc the limited amount of the 
insurance. Had the people who have 
suffered from bail been insured ‘the 
paymen*® of $4.00 an acre would have 
peen a great relief, although of course 
it would not replace ibe loss. Soi farnas 
known about 200 applications for in- 
surance were made at the Edmoniona 
post office, and up to last week only 
three applications for pzyment for loss- 
es had been received. If a man gets 
his crap he can very well afford the 
10 <eots an were which the insurance 
corts him, and if he loses it the $4.00 
an acre which he gets is very useful. 
it was thought that all danger from 
hail for this seaso2 had passed before 
these two last, andj almost only, storms 
cecurred. For up to ihe last week this 
seaso2 has been very free from hail. 
This may very well bea warning tq 
farmers for future seasons to look af- 
ter their insurance in good time. The 
system of insurance is cheap, simple 
and secure. Forms of application are 
sept by the Northwest government to 
postmasters, from whom ihey can be 
had op application. The application and 
money are sent to Regina, and the in- 
surance is effected. Of course there are 
no soliciting agents. And because ihere 
are none, the insyrance can be given 
so cheaply.

AGR THE SPUR TRACK. MEDICINE HAT GAS. E 


Jahn Dobson, of the firm of Dobson, 
Jackson & Fry, arrived from Medicine 
Hat on Monday accompanied by John 
Jackson ,jr., The firm have the éon- 
tract from the town of laying gas 
mains in Medicine Hat for the supply 
of the town witb heat and light from 
natural gas. The work is delayed by 
the non-arrival of part of the material 
required, so Mr. Dobson took a trip 
to Edmpnton to see the town and ob- 
Serve the progress of the waterworks 
and sewers the pipes for which are 
being laid by the firm. ; 

Mr. Dobson is very enthusiastic about 
the results to Medicine Hat of the 
utilization of the vast deposit of natur- 
al gas which underlies the town. At 
present the town has four wells sunk 
to provide gas for municipal purposes. 
The gas from one of these wells pro- 
vides fuel by which steam power is pro- 
duced at ihe waterworks, and it pas 
gas to burn hesides. One of the town 
wells has a presusre of 250 pounds to 
the square inch. The last of the four 
wells was completed a few days before 
Mr. Dobson left and the pressure of gas 
had not been ascertained, but it was 
quite satisfactory, There are besides 
several wells under private ownership. 
One of these on ihe Merchants Bank 
property lights three stores. Another 
owned by Mr. Yuill supplies fuel to 
burn brick, Three lime kilns are oper- 
ated by gas from the wells, And there 
is a test well in the C, P. R, Wards 
bored Some years ago, the flow from 
which is not put to use. The hospital 
is lit by natural gas. The gas is reach- 
ed at a depth af 600 to 700 feet, all 
the wells being about that depib. The 
gas is very pure, emitting no smell. 
Indeed one of the objections io 
its yse is ihat it may- es- 
cape ta such a degree as to be danger- 
ous without iis presence being detect- 
ed by the smell. ‘To guard againsi ihis 
danger it is proposed, to odorize it. 

‘The town’s scheme involves the laying 
of five and a half miles of piping. The 
wells are four inches in diameter and 
the four town wells are connected by 
a four inch pipe. The mains are three 
inches in diameter and the distributing 
pipes two inches. The pipes are laid 
three feet below the surface. The gas 
is not affected by frost. Both heat and 
light will be supplied throughout the 
tows, at bare cost of interest on in- 
stalling the system and cost of main- 
tenance. The cost o°? installing is 
$22,000, and’ the estimated population 
is 2,500. On this basis of calculation 
Medicine Hat will have the best and 
cheapest fuel and light of any place in 
Canada. This will give it great advan- 
tage in inducing the establishment of 
indwstries requiring cheap fuel or 
cheap power. The people are to 
be congratulated on their enterprise as 
well as on their luck. ' 


In this connection it 18 not out of 
place to suggest that the possibility of 
finding natural gas at Edmonton is 
worth looking into. Possibly there is 
none, but the fact that the government 
bore at Athabasca Landing, 96 miles 
north, struck a considerable flow; of gas 
would indicate that possibly there is. 
Further north at Pelican rapids, on the 
Athabasca, there is a very strong flaw 
of gas from the well bored for, gil there 
by the government some years ago. We 
We have cheap fuel here, and possibly 
there is no rush, but if gas were known 
to exist in sufficient quantity for com- 
mercial punposes at Edmonton it would 
be of great advantage to the town, 


THE MINES. 

J. H. Robinson, of Rossland, arrived 
an Saturday’s train on a ptoapecting 
visit to the Edmonton district. He re- 
ports that business is improving in) the 
wining districts. At Rossland, La Rat 
No. 2 is working a full ferca. Le Roi 
No. 1 bas a small force af work. The 
Giant, owned by the company of which 
ex-lieutenant governor Mackintosh is 
the hezd, is working asmall force. The 
Centre Star and War Eagle, owned by 
the Gopderham-Blackstogk syndicate, 
are also working a small force. The 
Green Mouvtaie mine is also working 
on a small scale. Le Roi ore is treated 
at the Northpori smelter, which is 
owned by the Le Roi company, The ore 
from the rest of the Rossland mines is 
treated at Trail. The freight and treat- 
ment charge is $1.50 a ton. The prin- 
cipal cause of the Rossland depression 
is the low price of coppers The Ross- 
land ores carry copper and gold, and 
the copper forms a large proportion of 
the value. A fall in the price of copper 
has just the same effect on the mine as 
a fall in the price of wheat has ona 
farm. The fall in the price of copper 
bas been followed by efforts to cheapen 
the cost of production. Smelter char- 
ges have been reduced and new pro 
cesses are being looked for. Great 
hopes are being entertained regarding 
a new process of concentration. If this 
proves a success and copper does not 
fall still further the mines will boom 

And if capper goes up the mines will 
boom anyway. ' 

In the Kettle river country the mines 
connected with the Granby smelter at 
Grand Forks are producing vast quan- 
tities of low. grade ore. The cost of 
mining is so low that even at present 
prices of copper it produces a profit. 

The Lardeau district of which Fergu- 
son is the chief town seems to be doing 
fairly well. The C. P. R. have complet- 
ed their railway from the head of 
Kootenay lake to Trout lake and have 
given an outlet to the mines. A new 
smelter has just been blown in at Fer-

If they do not 
act in this maiter as their own selfish 
interest would seem io dictates it us 
because the sceming is not real, Thai 
is that the loss from the purchase of 
an inferior article or the payment of a 
higher price for an articles of lke qual- 
ity, over-balances in direct lois to the 
purchaser the icdirect gain that would 
result to him from the aid:that his 
purchase would give « home industry. 
That is one reason and the only other 
reason is that the goods and their’ qual- 
ity have roi been brought favorably to 
his attention. 

Although the Toronto paper is not 
looking for that information, possibly 
. litile from the purchaser’s standpoint 
would rot be out of place. Just as a 
preliminary it miy b: remarked that 
a time when ihe Canadiana public are 
buying more Canadian made goods than 
ever before seems a strange time at 
which to insiitute an enquiry a¢ td why 
they are not buying more. As a matt 
ter of fact the Toronto paper’s enquiry 
bas deveiqped that Canadian manufac- 
tures of merit have a practical mono- 
poly of the Canadian market. This is 
true of furniture, of farm and road 
vehicles, of pianos and organs, of farm 
implements generally, excluding ma- 
chinery. But on one excuse or another 
the manufacturers af these articles are 
quite ready io join in the demand of 
other manufacturers ‘or higher duties. 
The reason these articles of Canadian 
manufacture have a monopoly of the 
Canadian market is because they are 
quite as gopd value for the money as 
the foreign made article. And the 
reason they are as good value is be- 
cause the conditions have invited and 
made possible practically unlimited 
competition between the large number 
ot Canadian manufacturing firms. In 
order to excel each other they were 
compelled to equal or excel the foreign, 
product at the price and they have done 
so, The great Canadian manutfaciures 
which complain 0° the large  propor- 
tion o” foreign sales are cotions, wool- 
lens and farm machinery. The condi- 
tions surrounding these thre: indus- 
tries have never been such as ia induce 
home <ompetition as vo excellence. The 
factories are few in number, they are 
on a large scale. Lt is easy io arrange 
prices amongst themselves. The out- 
sider was the only competilor,and un- 
der the uld system he could be kept out 
by the duty. These three iadustries 
have always been worked. as tariff pro- 
tected moropolies, and consequently 
the reduction in duties 1s at once felt 
in the increase of saies o° the foreign 
product. They have depended on ihe 
tariff for their basiness and not on the 
excelience of their product. They nev- 
er tried to make a better article than 
the foreign product. They have never 
claimed to do sc. Their uimost claim 
has been that the Canadian

The Bulletin would respectfully sug- 
gest that papers anxious to serve the 
interests of the manufacturers insti- 
tute an inquiry as tol the best means 
of promoting the sale o? * Oanadian 
manufactures in foreign countries. It 
does rot need an enquiry to prove that 
the first essential is an improvement’ in 


the quality of Canadian manufactures.

Keeps Coming. 

Free Press, August 20,—Construction 
work on the extension of . the 
Canadian Northern railway is 
progressing satisfactorily.

The o1t market has been held 
ap to an abnormal level bya combina- 
tion of circumstances which are now 
rapidly disappearing. The partial fail- 
ure of the eastern crops and the fail- 
ure of ths United States corn crop 
last year were ihe leading factors and 
had a decided influence upon out prices 
bere. The war in South Africa and 
consequent demand for vais there was 
also an important influence. These 
factors will not ba in evidence when 
the next crop is marketed, but on the 
contrary there will be a large eastern 
and United States crop of ogts and 
corn to compete with The effect of 
this must inevitably ke to lower the 
price. Tocai feed dealers are mostly 
loaded up with oats, and are not 
anxious to buy, and there is hut little 
demand for shipment. For No. 2 
white oais, the price to-day on track, 
Winnipeg, or in store, Fort William, is 
pominally 35c per bushel;. and for feed 
grades 32 to 33c per bushel. 

Barley—There is practically 
nothing doiug in barley. Some inferior 
quality stuff was offered here this 
week without finding buyers. About 
35 to 36c per bushel for carlois on 
track is the prevailing idea of price.

Harvesters’ Wages 

Winnipeg, Aug. 21.—(Special)—A 
bunber of delegates from all points of 
Manitoba represeniing about one-third 
of the farmers ia the province, met in 
the provincial immigration offices this 
evening. The importint point. of the 
gathering was the passing QQ” a resola- 
tion to the effect that not more than 
$40 per month or $1.75 per day would 
be paid to harvesters. The farmers re- 
presented by these delegates require 
immediately a ictal 9° 3,780 men who 
are all wanted for stooking, while 
double that number will be needed for 
threshing, which is expected to com- 
mence about September 20th. This 
pumber only represent the total num- 
ber required by the farmers whose del- 
egates are now present in Winnipeg, 
viz., One-third 9° the Manitoba farm- 
ers. 


Manitoba Weather and Crops. 

Aug. 23.—This week 
opened with a heavy rain storm 
Over most ot Manitoba and Mon- 
day was dull and cloudy with ooca- 
sional showers.

Why the Boers Mace Peace. . 


The following is the resolui ion adgpied 
at the Boer conference held at Veree- 
niging, which expressed the Boer view 
of their position as a result of the Wal; 
_This Assembly has taken the condi- 
tion of our country and nation into ser- 
ious consideration, and has had special 


regard to the following faatss 


1. That the war policy 
the British military

the burning of farms and towns, the 
destruction 9° all means of  subsist- 
ence, and the exhaustion of all re- 
Sources necessary for the support of 


cur families, the existence of our 
armies, and the continuance o* the 
war. - ;

2. That the placing of our captured 
families in the concentration camps, 
has led to an unheard-o* amount of 
suffering and disease, so that in a 
comparatively short time rearly 20,000 
of our dear ones have died in them, 
and the terrible prospect "presents 
itself that if the war is egntinued, cur 
whole rece may ‘be exterminated in 
this way. i 

3. That the Kaffir tribes outside and 
inside the boundaries of both Repub- 
lics have been almost 51 armed, and 
are taking port in the war against 
us, and by the commission of murders 


and the perpetration of atrocities of 
every sort have produced an - inioler- 


able condition of affairs in many dis- 
tricts of both republics, as has been 
recently shown in the Vryheid dis- 
trict, where fifty-six barghers were 
On one occasion cruelly murdereé and 
mutilated. 

4, That, by proclamation of our 
enemies to which they have already 
begun to give effect, the burghers still 
in the field are threatened with the 
loss of all their moveable and immov- 
eble property, ard thus with <omplete 
material ruin. 

5. ‘That by the circumstances of the 
war it has since long become impos- 
sible to retain the many thousands of 
prisoners of war captured by our 
armies, and that we can thus da com- 
paratively little damage to the Brit- 
ish armies, while the burghers who 
are captured by the British armies 
are sent out of the country; and; that 
after the war has been raging for 
nearly three years only a smalj, por- 
tion remains of the forces with which 
we commenced the war. 

6. That this remnant still in the 
field, which forms but a small mirgn- 
ty of our whole nation, has to contend 
with an overwhelming force of the 
enemy, and further has to undergo 
actual hunger, and is without the 
necessaries of life, and that, in spite 
of our utmost efforts, and the sacri- 
fices of all that was dear and precious 
to us, we cannot reasonably look for- 
ward to ultimate victory. 

This assembly is thus o* gpinion 
that there is no reasonable ground for 
expecting that the continuance of the 
war wi'l resuit in the tetention of the 
national independence, and consider 
that in the circymstances the nation 
is not justified in continting the war, 
as such can only tend to the social 
and material ruin not only of ourselves 
but also of our posterity. 

Feeling the force of the above-stated 
circumstances and motives, this as- 
sembly clarges both governments to 
accept the proposal of His Majesty’s 
government, and to sign the same on 
behalf of the peopie of both repwblics.
